Baltchick, 
Nothing occurred worth mentioning during 
the ortise, no Russian steamers were seen, 
and_no information could be obtained as 
to their whereabouts. It must be under- 


-gtood there are four of these veesels— 


the Herykylyk, Constantine, Zlborous, and 
Vesta—-they hava a normal ne of nearly, 
thirteen knots, and are, armed with broeoh- 
loading guns‘ on the poop and forecastle 
of rather formidable calibre and armed in 
addition with the Harvey torpedo. The 
head-quarters of the Heryklyk, ond _Con- 
stantine appear to be-Sebastopol, those of 
tho Vestaand Hlborous Odesse, and their 
cruising ground ranges from Sinope on the 
one side to-Stling on the other. The 
‘Fetht. Bulend and- Mukadenieh. Hhair did 
not join the flag until last Thursday week,
